We in the South also have ample reason 
for sectional pride. While the State made 
a great showing last year, the carlot rec- 
ords indicate that of the State total perish- 
able movement of 270,266 cars, the ten 
southern counties shipped 42.5 per cent or 
114,557 cars. Breaking this total up into two 
classes, we find that we shipped 62,589 
om Gon, oS per cent of the State 
movement, and 51,986 cars of vegetables 
and melons, or 57.3 per cent of the total 
California shipments of these commodities. 
This is the record for the southern ten coun- 
ties of the 58 units in the State. No other 
agricultural area of the size in the Nation 
can boast of such movement. It represent- 
ed 11.3 per cent of the total national perish- 
able'shipments over the rails of the Nation 
during 1926! 

The bureau reports on’ the movement of 
36 different commodities.
